Ambassador  Grew  recently  requested  a  meeting,  saying  that  he  has  a 
proposal  for  a  treaty,  vhich  it  is  desired  to  conclude,  between  Japan 
and  America,  \hich  will  maintain  the  status  quo  in  the  Pacific  and 
prevent  forceful  change.  Vowevrr,  since  it  "is  on  extremely 
delicate  natter  and  since  it  would  be  inadvisable  at  this  tiro  to  have 
Japan  s  activities,  including  those  in  the  hot'ierlunds,  restricted  and 
since  it  will  probably  end  in  something  lilso  e  revival  of  the  Nine  Power 
ireaty,  prompt  acceptance  will  bo  difficult.  If  it  were  limited  to  the 
question  of  «apar.eso  and  Amerioan  Pacific  Ielande  It  might  possiblv 
bo  considered.
